use different forms of alcohol, he i 
more generally diseased. The constan 
use of beer every day gives the syste 
no time for recuperation, but steadil 
lowers the vital forces ; it is our obser 
vatioc that beer drinking in this coun 
try produces the very lowest forms o 
inebriety, closely allied to criminal in 
sanity. ' The most dangerous class o 
tramps and ruffians in our large cities 
are beer drinkers. It is asserted by 
competent authority that the evils of 
heredity are more positive in this class 
thaa from alcoholics. If these facts 
an wall founded, the recourse to beer 
u a substitute for alcohol merely in- 
creases the danger and fatality follow- 
ing.—Ex.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 25.—A 


curious bit of statistical information is 
furnished by the report of Assistant 
Postmaster General Brady. It appears 
tbat a comparison of states which 
chose Garfleld's electors with those 
which went for Hancock discloses the 
fact that in the former the expenses for 
postal service was more than paid for 
by tbe receipts, the excess being over 
$2,000,000, while in the latter there is 
a deficiency of $3,500,000.

Sixty men, working on the Kokomo ex- 
tension of the Denver and Rio Grande 
Railroad, were buried in an avalanche 
of 
snow yesterday at 11 a. m., near 


Chalk Ranchc, a few miles from Lead- 
ville. At that point a force of about 
sixty men was jplaced at work on the 
road shoveling off snow, which had 
fallen to a considerable depth. In some 
hollows and crevices it was so deep that 
it would hare hidden man and horse. 
At 11 o'clock all hands were busy and 
work progressing well, when one of the 
workmen noted the branches of the 
stunted pine trees near the track trem- 
bling strongly and called attention to 
it. Suddenly an unearthly noise broke 
upon the ears of the workmen and an 
enormous section of snow, 300 yards 
wide and of unknown length, became 
loosened, and starting at the top a 
snow-slide of unheard of dimensions be- 
gan. 
As the mass moved on the layers 


of snow overlapped one another until it 
b eeame fully one hundred feet thick 
While the 
workmen paused horror 


stricken the avalanche spent its force 
and stopped. The pay-car had stood a 
few moments before at the scene of the 
accident and was at the time moving 
slowly toward the city. Those on the 
ear witnessed the snow-slide, and stop- 
ped 
the 
engine 
and 
hasten- 


ed 
back 
to 
the 
scene. 


Workmen who were on either side of the 
mass of snow were soon busy in extricat- 
ing their unfortunate cjmradeB. For a 
quarter of a mile the track had been torn 
up and lay a twisted aud broken mass of 
iron in the snow. The avalanche in it3 
course had hurled the rails over the heads 
of the men, and the majority of the inju- 
ries were occasioned by the Hying iron.— 
Some of the men who were near the sur- 
face soon crawled out and aided in extri- 
cating those deeper in. The scons was 
an (exciting one. 
Unable to learn how 


many of their fellow-workmen were buri- 
ed, the frightened laborers plied their 
shovels with a will, and after much labor 
all were extricated and taken toLeadville 
for treatment. 
None were killed, but 


several were more or less injured, some 
fatally.

Last evening soon after seven o'clock, 


a serious rear-end collision, that might 
have resulted in the loaa ot several lives, 
took place near the stock yard), east of 
the Union depot. The boa of the work 
traia, which coniitts of a locomotive m d 
three or four can, with a force of work- 
men under his direction, w n engaged in 
putting an old caboose or wooden struc- 
ture in position near 4he sux k yard*, 
which was to be used as a telegraph of- 
fice. It was dark, and the train was stand- 
ing on the mala line of the Wabash track. 
The boss of the gang, who claims that he 
did did not know that the through ex- 
press train from Chicago was dne at 7:10 
p. m., had made no arrangement to clear 
the track and did not cause any red lights 
to be placed at the rear of the work train, 
as the regulations require. The express 
was on time and approached the station- 
ary tram at the rate of 12 or 15 miles per 
hour. The express engineer, John Bry- 
ant, and his fireman, Travis Whitiel, did 
not observe the obstruction on the track 
until too late to avert the collision, but 
the engineer promptly reversed his en- 
gine and then jumped off, followed by 
Whitsel. 
The crash was terrific, but 


fortunately none of the passengers on the 
express were injured. 
The locomotive 


was stripped of its pilot and other trim-, 
mings, but is not otherwise seriously dam- 
aged. The shock overturned a stove in 
one of the work train cars, and three of 
the cars were consumed by the flamn. 


On jumping from his engine, Bryant 


broke his right leg in two places below 
the knee. He is now at the Central House, 
under the care of the local surgeon of 
the Wabash, Dr. W. J. Chenoweth, Three 
or four of Whltsel's ribs are broken, and 
he is otherwise bruised and hurt. 


The accident was a criminal piece of 


carelessness on the part of those in charge 
of the work train, and they should be 
dealt with in a summary manner. Such 
recklessness should receive its deserved 
reward. The "accident" occasioned no 
delay of trains. The track is now cleared 
of the wreck.

Two serious misfortunes befel D. S. 


Shellabarger & Co. at their mammoth 
merchant mill, on yesterday noon and last 
evening. 
The "Buckeye" engine in the 


new mill was working as usual, whtn 
suddenly there was a crash and a jerk, 
and the ponderous machinery was brought 
to a standstill.

car or cars, be perir Sited to stand or re- 
main on a traveled railroad crossing used 
by teams and travel passing, and repass- 
ine, to the hindrance and detention of the 
same at any time, under a penalty of $25 
for each period of fifteen minutes, and 
any conductor, engineer, or other officer, 
agent or employe of any railroad company 
who orders, suffers or permits any viola- 
tion of this section shall be fined not less 
than 110, nor more than $100 for each 
offense. 


The case will be tried before Justice
